- prolonged amount of time and manpower it has taken to locate a gas leak in the Goble Roberts section,
t which has :equired relocation of a targe section of pipe. The company expects pipe replacement to
“resuine within one week and it is not certain whether due to the delay, whether the replacement can be
- completed on time. |
WHEREFORE Mike Little Gas Company, Inc. is recuesiing an extension of time, unil
‘ November 1, 2007, to comply with the orders of the Commission.

WITH ORDERS OF THE COMMISSION

Comes now Mike Little Gas pursuant to the July 30" Order of the Commission and enters its
update ot progress and notice of conipliance with the Orders of the Commission and states a3 follows:

As aresult of inspection violations the Commission entered an Order on June 30, 2007, which
required Mike Little Gas to perform the following on or before July 30, 2007 in order to come into
compliance with various regulations:

Mike Little, Miki Thompson, and Winnie Greer, jointly or severally, shall pay $5,000.00,
of the civil penalty within 30 days from the date of this Order.

All exposed plastic pipe in the Mike Little system is to be buried within 30 days from the
date of this Order.

Mike Little is to have in place, by contract or otherwise, a certified operator in
conformity with 49 C.F.R. Part Subpart N-Qualifications of Pipeline Personnel 192.801-
807 within 30 days from the date of this Order.

Mike Little is to have established a continuing educational program (Public Awareness
Program) pursuant to 49 C.F.R. 192.616(a-i) within 30 days from the date of this Order.

Mike Little will have performed a gas sampling and a leakage survey within 30 days
from the date of this Ordisr.

Since the entry of said Order, Mike Little Gas in an abundance of caution moved the
Commission to extend the time to complete the above tasks. The Commission thereafter granted said
motion extending Mike Little Gas’s deadline to September 1, 2007.

Mike Little Gas has completed the following:

Miki Thompson wrote a personal check in the amount of $5,000.00 payable to the
Kentucky State Treasurer on August 14, 2007, representing Civil penalties assessed
against MLG as set out in the Order of June 20, 2007.

All exposed plastic pipe in the Mike Little system has been buried.

Mike Little Gas has in place a certified operator.

Mike Little Gas has a continuing educational progam (Public Awareness Program) in



place.

e. A leakage survey has been completed of the entire Mike Little Gas system and a regular
gas sampling program has begun.

Therefore, Mike Little Gas represents to the Commission that all tasks have been timely
completed and Mike Little Gas is now in compliance and prepared for inspection.
